Silver payments bars are evidence of the long "coinless period" of the Russian 
monetary circulation of the 12" throught the first half of 14°” Century. Due to lack of coin issues 
silver bars became the only form of silver circulation in Russ'., and due to their considerable 
size they could be used only for large payments, randsom, tribute payments, foreign trade, 
investments in convents and monasteries. 

Several varaities of silver bars exist, named after the places of their discivery and 
circulation region: Kievan, Chernigovian, Novgorodian, Lithuanian, Tartar bars. Silver bars are 
called "grivnas of silver" in written sources. From the second half of the 13" Century 
Novgorodian bars were titled "Rouble". Later Rouble became the title of the main monetary 
unit in Russia. 

These bars were cast with smooth top and porous bottom.
